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World Cup Prelude Tonight at the ‘G!

New Zealand face trans-Tasman 
rivals Australia for the first time in 
five years tonight at the MCG. 

Since the Socceroos’ 1-0 victory in 
London in 2005, both have watched each 
other grow as football nations and this 
year will play in a World Cup together 
for the first time. 

With Australia’s qualification and over- 
achievement at the 2006 World Cup and 
moving to the ASEAN confederation to 
compete with better sides, New Zealand 
indirectly benefited from their success. 
After the A-League was created New 
Zealand footballers could play profes- 
sionally without the need to go to Europe 
or America. 

Last year the Wellington Phoenix dra- 
matically reached the semi-finals and 
captured Kiwi sporting attention over- 
night. Add in a fever-pitch atmosphere 
at Wellington in November, where New 
Zealand’s 1-0 win over Bahrain earned 
qualification to this years Cup for the 
first time in 28 years, and the stage is 
now set for the All Whites to perform 
again on the world arena. 

New Zealand appears a group of jour- 
neymen with skipper and Blackburn 
Rovers defender Ryan Nelsen standing 
out like a colossus. Yet coach Riki Her- 
bert has formed a hard-working squad 
with an ability to play consistent foot- 
ball. 

Gold Coast striker Shane Smeltz was 
last years’ Golden Boot winner in the A- 
League and led the goal-scoring in the 
2009 Oceania Federations Cup, with 
Celtic-based Chris Killen, Phoenix’ Leo 
Bertos and aggressive Plymouth Argyle 
striker Rory Fallon possessing aerial and 
attacking flair. Experienced duo Simon 
Elliott and Nelsen will make sure Aus- 
tralia work hard through the mid-field. 

Herbert knows how to beat Australia 
— he was part of the 1982 New Zealand 
World Cup qualifiers squad who blocked 
the Socceroos from advancing. After 
a sensational 3-3 draw at Mt Smart in 
Auckland, the two teams squared off at 
the Sydney Cricket Ground and New 
Zealand won 2-0 to advance. 

New Zealand football teams are not 
weighed down by public expectation like 
their rugby union counter parts. The All

add vast experience at the back. 

The match itself shouldn’t be a high 
scoring game; both sides can ill-afford 
any injuries or suspensions and are not 
laden with the striking power of Spain 
or Brazil. Recent history points also 
to a low-scoring match — the last three 
matches between the two featured one 
goal in each. 

In the broad scheme of this match, 
providing there is a bumper crowd, it 
could be a catalyst for more regular New 
Zealand-Australia matches. Five years is 
a long time in football and on the eve of 
the latest World Cup, now might be the 
time to re-create a regular fixture. 

Australia has won four of its last five 
encounters against New Zealand, with 
the All Whites winning once.

The South Hobart Football club is 
100 years old this week, making it 
one of Australia’s oldest. 

It’s been a huge week for the club as 
the media focused attention on the 100th 
anniversary celebrations. 

It began with a reception hosted at 
Government House on Wednesday, 19 
May, by His Excellency the Honourable 
Peter Underwood, the Governor of Tas- 
mania, and Mrs Underwood. 

Two hundred people were in atten- 
dance and they included the coaches of 
other Tasmanian clubs, politicians, gov- 
ernment officials, and players and sup- 
porters of South Hobart. 

The next evening, after training, the 
15 lucky players selected for the senior 
team on the weekend, were presented 
with replica shirts as worn by the South 
Hobart team in the period 1912-1914. 

South Hobart, who currently head the 
Forestry Tasmania Southern Premier 
League by 8 points, play second-placed 
Glenorchy Knights at Washington Street 
on Sunday. 

That’s where the club played their 
first-ever match on 21 May 1912 against 
a team from the steamship Westralia.

Sunday’s game against the Knights will 
just be one event on what is a gala day 
for the club, involving amongst other 
things a 100-yard footrace for Premier 
League players. 

The replica playing strip was unveiled 


to the media and public at a media con- 
ference on Friday at Mawson Place, on 
the Hobart waterfront. 

South Hobart are the reigning champi- 
ons, having won the league for the past 
two seasons under coach Ken Morton. 

If they beat Knights on Sunday, they 


will be 11-points clear after 10 rounds 
in the 21-round competition and well on 
the way to a hat-trick of successive titles, 
which would be a wonderful way to cel- 
ebrate the club’s centenary. 
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Brazil’s —Internacio- 
nal of Porto Alegre 
and Universidad de 
Chile have reached 
the semi finals of the 
Copa _ Libertadores 
despite quarterfinal 
losses on Thursday, 
joining Sao Paulo 
and Chivas Guadalajara of Mexico in 
the final four. Internacional will face 
Sao Paulo in the semifinals to avoid two 
clubs from the same country appearing 
in the final, leaving Chivas to face Uni- 
versidad de Chile, “la U” in the other 
match. The semis will take place after 
the World Cup has finished. 

Chivas of Mexico became the first club 
through to the semifinals of this year’s Copa 
Libertadores despite suffering a 2-0 loss to 
Paraguay’s Libertad on Tuesday. Adalberto 
Roman opened the scoring for Libertad in the 
20th minute and Manuel Macias added a sec- 
ond in the 68th, but Chivas won the first leg 
3-0 a week ago and hung on to advance on 
aggregate goals. Chivas made the semifinals 
despite being without five first choice players 
who have been called up to a World Cup train- 
ing camp with the Mexican national squad. 

In the other quarterfinals, Sao Paulo de- 
fends a 2-0 advantage at home against Brazil- 
ian counterpart Cruzeiro on Wednesday. On 
Thursday, (Friday local AEST) Universidad 
de Chile hosted Brazil’s Flamengo with a 3-2 
lead, while defending champion Estudiantes 
of Argentina needs to overturn a 1-0 deficit at 
home against another Brazilian club, Interna- 
cional. 

That return leg in La Plata saw Internacional 
lose 2-1 at defending champion Estudiantes but 
advanced on away goals after winning the first 
leg 1-0. Universidad de Chile also advanced on 
away goals despite losing 2-1 at home in the 
return against Flamengo, thanks to a 3-2 win in 
the first match in Brazil. 

Leandro Gonzalez and Enzo Pérez scored 
in the first half of Estudiantes’ 2-1 win, but 
Giuliano’s goal in the 89th-minute gave In- 
ternacional the overall victory on away goals. 
Players were involved in violent clashes in 
the closing moments as Brazil’s Internacional 
knocked out Estudiantes de La Plata. “Pinchar- 
ratas” defender Leandro Desabato and his 
countryman, Internacional’s former national 
Argentine goalkeeper Roberto Abbondanzieri 
were among the players to clash at the final 
whistle, with Desabato appearing to head-butt 
the nicknamed “Pato” Abbondanzieri followed 
by verbal exchanges. Estudiantes won last 
year’s title, beating Cruzeiro in the final. 

Giuliano struck in the 89th minute with the 
crucial goal that sent the Brazilian side, who 
won the first leg 1-0 at home in Porto Alegre 
last week, through on the away goals rule after 
the tie ended 2-2 on aggregate. Inter, champi- 
ons in 2006, go into an all-Brazilian semi-final 
against three times winners Sao Paulo, who 
eliminated last year’s runners-up Cruzeiro, 
also of Brazil, on Wednesday. The match 
was marred when Inter’s reserve goalkeeper 
Lauro came on after the final whistle and hit 
Estudiantes defender Leandro Desabato from 
behind before running into the dressing room 
as police tried to control the players. The in- 
cident, which seemed to have been sparked 
by an argument between Desabato and Inter’s 
Argentine goalkeeper Roberto Abbondanzieri, 
did not develop into a free-for-all. 

Estudiantes had taken a quick two-goal lead 
with two superb strikes in the 19th and 21st 
minutes. Captain Juan Sebastian Veron found 
Leandro Gonzalez with a brilliant, high cross 
field pass to the left edge of the box where the 
striker lobbed Abbondanzieri. Internacional 
(or Inter) had hardly absorbed the shock when 
winger Enzo Perez cut inside from the left and 
sent a curling right-footed shot over Abbon- 
danzieri into the top far corner. As the match 
approached its end, Estudiantes sat back and 
allowed Inter to come at them, with disastrous 
consequences when substitute playmaker Giu- 
liano sent a low shot inside the base of Agustin 
Orion’s far post with one minute to go. 

In the other quarterfinal in Santiago, Vagner 
Love gave Flamengo the lead with a header 
from Adriano’s overhead kick just after half 
time as the Brazilian club looked to overturn 
the surprise 3-2 defeat suffered against Univer- 
sidad in the Maracana stadium last week. Fla- 
mengo needed to win by two clear goals, but 
was pegged back level when Walter Montillo 
lifted a precise chip over goalkeeper Bruno 
from the edge of the area in the 74th minute. 
Former Inter Milan striker Adriano gave Fla- 
mengo hope with a 78th-minute goal after Leo 
Moura backheeled the ball into his path, but 
the Brazilian club was unable to find the extra 
goal needed to progress.Holders Estudiantes 
were eliminated from the Libertadores Cup

despite a 2-1 home win over Internacional of 
Brazil in the second leg of their quarter-final 
on Thursday. 

“La U’s” Argentine forward Walter Montillo 
lobbed keeper Bruno for the equaliser in the 
73rd minute and Adriano restored Flamengo’s 
lead from Leo Moura’s exquisite backheel. 
Flamengo’s William and Vagner Love were 
sent off in the final minutes, William for a sec- 
ond yellow and Vagner Love for dissent. The 
Chilean side now meet Guadalajara of Mexico 
in the semi-finals for the first time since their 
most successful side over a decade ago in 1996 
headlined by Marcelo Salas that lost to even- 
tual winners River Plate. The semifinals will 
be played after the World Cup in South Africa 
will begin in July, with the final running into 
August.. 

The Copa Libertadores is the top club compe- 
tition in Latin America, equivalent to Europe’s 
Champions’ League. The winner gets to play 
in the Club World Cup against the champions 
from the other continental confederations. Sao 
Paulo has won the tournament three times in 
the past, while Internacional won the title for 
the first time in 2006. Universidad de Chile has 
never reached the final, reaching the semis in 
1970 and 1996. Mexican clubs compete by in- 
vitation in the Copa Libertadores—organized 
by South American governing body CONME- 
BOL—because they belong to CONCACAF, 
the federation that covers North America. No 
Mexican club has won the Copa Libertado- 
res since the teams joined the tournament in 
1998.

Juniors clinched its first 

league title in 25 years, 
beating Huracén 2-1 on Sunday after goals 
from Juan Mercier days before getting his call- 
up by coach Diego Maradona for the World 
Cup and Facundo Coria scoring the other. 
Mercier opened the scoring in the 24th minute 
with a close-range header, and Facundo Coria 
grabbed the team’s second on a header 12 min- 
utes from time. The Buenos Aires club—the 
first professional club of Diego Maradona— 
finished the 19-game Clausura season on 41 
points, one more than Estudiantes, which de- 
feated Colon 4-1. Mauro Boselli scored a hat 
trick for Estudiantes. 

Argentinos Juniors had all the play in the first 
half with four clear chances in the first 10 min- 
utes. The champions were less impressive in 
the second half, but finally broke through with 
a second goal. Huracan had two players sent 
off midway through the second half. Alan San- 
chez scored for Huracan in the 88th with the 
club down to nine players. 

The title is special for Argentinos Juniors’ 
popular coach, Claudio Borghi. Borghi played 
with Maradona in Argentina’s World Cup- 
winning team in 1986 and was a member of 
the Argentinos side in 1985—the last time the 
club won the league. This championship was 
Borghi’s 5th title with the club which can be 
added to his four championships as a player in 
the mid 1980s. Borghi achieved a great turn- 
around in the fortunes of the team that had 
finished in last place only one year previously 
and the successful Clausura championship 
campaign secured qualification for the Copa 
Sudamericana 2010 and the Copa Libertadores 
2011. 


Internacional beat defending 
champ Estudiantes on away goals.

Borghi is the first person at the club to win 
titles as both a player and a coach. He also took 
Colo-Colo back-to-back Apertura and Clausura 
championships in neighbouring Chile between 
2006 and 2007 with four consecutive champi- 
onships. “At first we came into the season try- 
ing not to be relegated,” Borghi said. “Now we 
are champions. We have to enjoy it all. I think 
all the players did an extraordinary job ... I’m 
happy for the club, and today is a special day 
for me.” This is the eighth different champion 
in the last eight seasons in Argentina. The two 
biggest clubs—Boca Juniors and River Plate— 
have each won once in that period. 

The match was soiled at the end inside Hu- 
racan’s stadium when police needed to use a 
high-powered water hose to control angry 
young men, who attacked police and hurled 
objects at them and opposing players. At least 
one policeman was struck by his own night- 
stick after lost it in a run-in with hooligans. 

Just days later on Friday, Claudio Borghi 
was handed the task on Thursday of returning 
Boca Juniors to the top of Argentine soccer, 
five days after steering Argentinos Juniors to 
the Clausura title. Borghi, who was part of the 
Argentina squad that won the 1986 World Cup, 
signed a one year contract to coach the fallen 
giants, four times South American champions 
since 2000. 

“At Boca, there’s a thin line between what’s 
good and what’s bad, so Boca will be a big 
challenge,” the 45-year-old told a news confer- 
ence at his official presentation at the Bombon- 
era (chocolate box) stadium. 

“The only objective here, as in all big clubs, 
is to be champions,” said Borghi, who steered 
Colo Colo to four successive Chilean titles be- 
fore taking charge at his former club Argenti- 
nos in January. 

“It shows this is Boca, at Argentinos there 
were two or three journalists,” added Borghi 
with a grin. 

“We as a coaching staff feel very proud to 
be at this club with so much history at national 
and international level.” 

Borghi said he has discussed reinforcements 
with Boca president Amor Ameal and said 
midfielder Matias Fernandez who is going to 
the World Cup with Chile and is unsettled at 
Sporting in Portugal is a potential target. “Mat- 
ias is a player I know well, we had him at Colo 
Colo, he was sold to the ‘Yellow Submarine’ 
(Villarreal), he’s an Argentine naturalised Chil- 
ean so he won’t fill a foreigner’s berth (in the 
squad),” said Borghi. Boca finished the Clau- 
sura last weekend in 16th place with 20 points 
from 19 matches and the worst defence having 
conceded 35 goals. 

“T don’t want to be rude to the coaches who 
were here before me and I believe there’s a bit 
of balance lacking,” said Borghi. He is the lat- 
est signing as Argentina’s big clubs attempt to 
pull out of a slump. Boca’s arch-rivals River 
Plate hired Angel Cappa last month. 


In other results in Argentina on Friday and 
Saturday in the final round of play: Arsenal 
1, Godoy Cruz 2; San Lorenzo 2, Newell’s Old 
Boys 1; Banfield 3, Boca Juniors 0; Gimnasia

In Argentina, the two teams with the worst 
records over the last three years are demoted. 
River Plate will begin next season at the bot- 
tom of the relegation table and could face rel- 
egation at this time next season. River Plate, 
Boca Juniors and Independiente are the only 
three teams that have never been relegated to 
the second tier. 

In other domestc leagues, four players were 
sent off, two from each side, as Pefiarol beat 
arch-rivals Nacional 1-0 in a tense first leg of 
the Uruguayan final, while Caracas FC won 
the Venezuelan Clausura championship at the 
weekend. In Colombia, both team’s goalkeep- 
ers were sent off as Atletico Junior beat Envi- 
gado 2-0 to qualify for the Apertura semi-finals 
and the match between Boyaca Chico and 
America was suspended with eight minutes 
remaining because of crowd trouble. 


URUGUAY 
Pefiarol ended a seven- 
year wait for the Uru- 
guay league title on 
Tuesday after midfielder 
Matias Aguirregaray’s 
goal earned them a 1-1 with arch-rivals Nacio- 
nal. Winners of the Clausura title in the second 
half of the season with a record run of 14 wins 
and one draw, Pefarol lifted the trophy 2-1 on 
aggregate. Nacional won the season opening 
Apertura championship in December. 

Coach Diego Aguirre was in charge when 
Pefarol last won the title in 2003 and he was 
at the helm again this year, appointed after the 
team had a disappointing Apertura.““There was 
a need to be champions, Pefarol needed to win, 
the happiness is incomparable. This is a mo- 
ment of glory,” former Penarol player Aguirre 
told reporters. “We had a great championship, 
we beat all the teams and that’s exceptional.” 

Celebrations by fans of Penarol, one of the 
country’s big two clubs, were marred by vio- 
lence in central Montevideo. Central defender 
Alejandro Lembo put Nacional ahead in the 
35th minute when he headed in a corner before 
Aguirregaray equalised in the 68th minute. 
Pefiarol had midfielder Gaston Ramirez sent 
off in the 79th minute and Nacional substitute 
forward Sergio Blanco was also shown the red 
card three minutes from full-time. 

In the first leg played last Sunday, forward 
Antonio Pacheco headed the only goal in the 
22nd minute as Pefiarol won the first leg of the 
grand final of the Uruguayan season. There 
were four red cards in the final half hour as 
tempers frayed in a tense encounter at the Cen- 
tenario stadium in Montevideo. Nacional had 
substitutes Maximiliano Calzada and Matias 
Cabrera shown the red card and their coach 
Eduardo Acevedo was sent to the stands. Pe- 
farol midfielder Jonathan Urretaviscaya and 
substitute Rubén Olivera were also dismissed. 
Cabrera had only been on the pitch four min- 
utes and Olivera eight. 


VENEZUELA 

Caracas were held 1-1 at 
home by Deportivo An- 
zoategui but lifted the 
Clausura crown on goal 
difference from Apertura 
title winners Deportivo Tachira, who beat Cen- 
tro Italo 3-1. The new champions had a goal 
difference of plus 15 to Tachira’s plus 13. 


COLOMBIA 

Striker Carlos Bacca 
scored twice, his first 
goal a penalty, to give 
Atletico Junior a 2-0 
win over Envigado and 
send them into a semi-final against title holders 
Independiente Medellin. Envigado goalkeeper 
Andres Saldarriaga was dismissed in the 48th 
minute for bringing down Bacca. The striker 
put Junior 1-0 up by beating substitute keeper 
Victor Soto with the penalty and headed the 
second 15 minutes from time. 

Junior keeper Didier Munoz had been sent 
off in the 17th minute. The other semi-final of 
the Apertura championship will be between La 
Equidad and Deportes Tolima. Boyaca Chico 
were leading 1-0 at home against America 
with eight minutes to go when fans of the visit- 
ing team from Cali caused trouble on the ter- 
races.

Santos and Toluca have 

reached the final of 

the Mexican Clausura 

tournament. Oribe Per- 

alta scored a_ hat-trick 
as Santos humiliated 
Morelia 7-1 on Saturday to complete a 10-4 
aggregate semifinal win, while 10-man Toluca 
progressed with a 1-0 home win over Pachuca. 
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The two-legged final will be next week, with 
the first match at Santos’ stadium in Torreon 
in midweek and the return in Toluca at the 
weekend. Peralta, who was born and raised 
in Torreon, finished the semifinal series with 
four goals, just one less than his regular season 
total. 

“We were able to maintain our lead, got a 
quick score and were able to handle the se- 
ries,” Peralta said. “We weren’t expecting a 
win like this.” Fernando Arce opened the scor- 
ing against Morelia with a free kick curled in 
from wide that was misjudged by goalkeeper 
Moises Munoz in the second minute. Luis Ga- 
briel Rey equalized with a penalty two minutes 
later after Chilean Hugo Droguett was fouled 
in the box but the scores were not level for 
long. Darwin Quintero raced clear to put San- 
tos back in front in the 13th minute and Peralta 
followed up to score after Arce’s strike hit the 
post in the 15th. 

Jorge Estrada scored Santos’ fourth in the 
50th minute, with Peralta adding No. 5 a min- 
ute later and completing the first treble of his 
career in the 82nd. Peralta was also involved in 
the seventh goal, drawing a foul in the box to 
allow Matias Vuoso to score from the penalty 
spot in the 83rd. In the other semifinal, Antonio 
Rios volleyed the winning goal low into the 
bottom corner of the net from the edge of the 
box in the 42nd minute to give Toluca victory 
against Pachuca. Toluca only needed a draw to 
reach the final after the first leg ended 2-2, but 
held out for victory despite Osvaldo Gonzalez 
being sent off in the 43rd minute. 

The final between Toluca and Santos will be 
the second time the clubs have faced each oth- 
er for the title. The first meeting was the sum- 
mer tournament in 2000, when Toluca came 
out winners. Santos, which was last champion 
in the Clausura 2008 tournament, is bidding 
for its fourth Mexican title. Toluca, despite not 
being considered among Mexico’s four big- 
gest clubs, has nine Mexican titles behind only 
America (10) and Chivas (11). Toluca last won 
the Mexican championship in the Apertura 
2008 tournament. 

Santos Laguna will meet Toluca in the 
Mexican Clausura championship final after a 
7-1 rout of Morelia including a hat-trick by 
striker Oribe Peralta for a record aggregate of 
10-4. The 14 goals scored in the tie equalled 
the record set in the 1989-90 semi-finals when 
Puebla beat Pumas UNAM 8-6. Toluca went 
through when a 1-0 win gave them a 3-2 ag- 
gregate victory over Pachuca. The first leg is 
on Thursday and the second next Sunday.

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Mourinho guides Inter to European glory 


Jose Mourinho wrote his name into 
the history books as Diego Milito 
inspired Inter Milan to Champions 
League glory against Bayern Mu- 
nich at the Bernabeu. 

Milito set Inter on their way against the 
run of play with a clipped finish. 

And he wrapped up a win built on the 
foundations of a solid defence with a 
solo effort that saw Inter become the first 
Italian side to win the Treble. 

It means Mourinho, who won the cup 
with Porto in 2004, becomes the third 
man in history to win it with two clubs. 

He joins Ernst Happel and Ottmar 
Hitzfeld in earning that remarkable ac- 
colade - at the age of only 47 - and, in 
doing so, ends a wait of more than 45 
years for the Nerazzurri to regain Eu- 
rope’s top prize. 

That he did so by overcoming his 
mentor Louis van Gaal, with whom he 
worked at Barcelona in the 1990s, in the 
process only served to complete the ulti- 
mate season of personal vindication for 
the Portuguese. 

If reports are to be believed, it is a tri- 
umph that will earn Mourinho the man- 
ager’s position at arguably the world’s 
biggest club, Real Madrid, this summer. 

How fitting, then, that this triumph was 
earned at Real’s magnificent Bernabeu 
stadium - and as Mourinho waved to the 
Inter fans after watching his side lift the 
trophy, it looked every inch a wave good- 
bye and confirmation this will prove the 
denouement of his career in Italy. 

As for the match itself, while it might 
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not have been one for the purists, as an 
occasion it was spectacular. 

The decision to switch the match to a 
Saturday evening was fully justified as 
both sets of supporters rocked the Bern- 
abeu from the first minute to the last. 

And on the field, the fare was no less 
enthralling. 

The build-up had been dominated by 
Van Gaal’s and Arjen Robben’s descrip- 
tion of Mourinho as a defensive tactician 
- but if their hope was that such taunts 
would prompt a more ambitious ap- 
proach from the Italian champions, they 
were to be disappointed. 

The first couple of minutes aside, when 
Inter hinted at an expansive approach, 
Mourinho’s side’s tactics were clearly 
to stay strong defensively and pounce on 
the counter attack. 

For a long time, though, it played right

into Bayern’s hands. With Robben giv- 
ing left-back Christian Chivu a torrid 
time and Mark van Bommel pulling the 
strings in midfield, the Germans almost 
completely dominated. 

Playing with an air of expression and 
invention, Bayern probed the Inter back- 
line time and again. Robben beat Chivu 
down the right to set up Ivica Olic, the 
Croatian slamming wide, Hamit Altintop 
saw a right-foot shot deflected wide and 
Robben then skewed wide when well 
placed 18 yards out. 

At the other end, Wesley Schneider 
saw a deflected 40-yard free-kick beaten 
away by Bayern keeper Hans-Jorg Butt 
and Esteban Cambiasso had a firm vol- 
ley blocked. 

But Inter’s attacking personnel were 
largely anonymous in the face of the 
Germans’ control. 


Then, on 34 minutes, came Inter’s 
ambush, Milito nodding Inter keeper 
Julio Cesar’s long clearance down to 
Schneider and then dashing on to the 
Dutchman’s smart return to clip home a 
delightful finish. 

Mourinho’s muted celebrations high- 
lighted his awareness that it was a lead 
his side barely deserved. 

It could - and should - however, have 
been 2-0 moments before the break 
when, racing into the box, Schneider 
shot tamely from Milito’s lay-off and 
Butt palmed away his effort from 16 
yards out. 

Still, having watched Inter repel pass- 
masters Barcelona with 10 men in the 
semi-final, Bayern boss Van Gaal will 
have been all too mindful of the Italians’ 
ability to defend a lead and he sent his 
team out flying in the second half. 

Just moments after the restart, the 
German champions should have been 
level, Thomas Mueller failing to connect 
smartly enough with a sliding finish with 
just the keeper to beat, allowing Cesar to 
beat his shot away. 

It was a miss he was almost made to 
rue within minutes as Milito burst down 
Bayern’s left, cut the ball back to Pandev, 
only for Butt to brilliantly tip the Mace- 
donian’s clipped effort past the post. 

Predictably, though, the pattern for the 
second half had been set - Bayern con- 
trolling possession and Inter sitting deep 
and breaking. 

Robben remained far and away Bay- 
ern’s most potent weapon, his pace and 
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skill down the right prompting almost 
continuous volleys from an increasingly 
frustrated Mourinho on the sidelines. 

A free-kick from the Dutchman almost 
led to an equaliser when it fell to Muel- 
ler, only for the German’s snap-shot to 
be blocked, before a fine curler again 
brought the best out of Cesar in the Inter 
goal minutes later. 

But, just as in the first half, for all their 
considered build-up Bayern were always 
vulnerable on the counter attack, and an- 
other moment of Milito magic settled it. 

The Argentine - a constant thorn in the 
Germans’ side - had it all to do when he 
collected a pass from Samuel Eto’o on 
70 minutes. 

But Milito was not to be denied and 
turned defender Mark van Buyten bril- 
liantly - though far too easily - before 
side-footing a sensational 30th goal of 
his season. 

The goal was effectively game, set and 
match, Bayern’s sting very much drawn 
and Inter allowed to coast to victory 
thereafter. 

The final whistle prompted a warm 
embrace between Mourinho and Van 
Gaal, before the Portuguese enjoyed the 
celebrations with his team. But he then 
stalked the Inter end a lone figure, wav- 
ing deadpanned towards the Nerazzurri 
faithful. 

Having beaten the English, Spanish and 
German champions en route to European 
club football’s most sought-after trophy, 
few could deny Mourinho his moment - 
nor his place in history.

Early days of trans-Tasman i 


As with most other sports the ri- 
valry between Australia and New 
Zealand in football is long-stand- 
ing. 

It can be said to have begun in 1904 
when a team from New South Wales 
visited New Zealand. The following 
year New Zealand came to Australia and 
played a series of games in the eastern 
states, but it was not till 1922 that the 
first official internationals between the 
two countries took place. Australia went 
to New Zealand and on 17 June in Dune- 
din, the Australians went down by three 
goals to one. The team which played in 
that match was George Cartwright, Alan 
Fisher, Dave Cumberford, Alex Gibb, 
C Shenton, Peter Doyle, William Dane, 
Jock Cumberford, Bill Maunder, Dave 
Ward, Tom Thompson. Bill Maunder 
scored Australia’s only goal. New Zea- 
land drew the second match in Welling- 
ton and won the third in Auckland. 

In 1923 New Zealand came to Australia 
for a three match series which it won by 
two games to one. That was the birth of 
the ‘Ashes of Soccer’ contested between 
the countries until the 1950s. A safety ra- 
zor case which was carried at Gallipoli 
formed the basis of the trophy. Australia 
began with a two-one win in Brisbane 
with goals by Percy Lennard early on 
and Bill Maunder in the last minute , but 
lost 2-3 in Sydney and 1-4 in Newcas- 
tle. So in those early days there was no 
doubt the Kiwis were the superior team. 
Though there were good crowds for the 
games in Australia, including an esti- 
mated 14, 000 in Newcastle, a Chinese 
team from Hong Kong drew over 47,525 
to a game against Australia at the Sydney 
Showground, according to Phil Mosley. 

Matches against New Zealand contin- 
ued in the 1930s, with Australia record- 
ing a three match clean sweep at home in 
1933. The most exciting match was the 
second in Sydney when Australia raced 
to a five-nil lead and the visitors then 
struck back with four goals, only for Jack 
Hughes to score the decisive goal late in 
the game. The Australian team for that 
match was Jimmy McNabb, Jack Evans, 
Jock Parkes, Charlie O’Connor, Ian Da- 
vidson, Tom Tennant, Roy Crowhurst, 
Alec Cameron, George Smith, Jack 
Hughes, F Smith. Skipper George Smith 
scored a hat-trick and Roy Crowhurst 
and Alec Cameron one each. In 1936 it 
was Australia’s turn to visit New Zealand 
and the Australian dominance continued 
with another three wins, including a ten- 
nil whitewash in Wellington in which

George Smith scored five goals. 

Encounters between the two countries 
resumed after the Second World War and 
in 1948 Australia again had a comfort- 
able passage, winning all four games by 
big scores in New Zealand. The squad 
included Ken Hough, Joe Marston, Cec 
Drummond, Bob Lawrie, Bill Wilson, 
Angus Drennan, Jock Hodge, Jim Cun- 
ningham, Frank Parsons, Ron Hughes, 
Allan Johns, Alan Duncan, Bill Wilson 
and Lex Gibb. Frank ‘Snipper’ Parsons, 
the rumbustious centre forward, stood 
out with two hat-tricks and a double hat- 
trick. In 1954, New Zealand returned to 
this country, and surprised Australia with 
a two-one win in Melbourne, before the 
home team had two 4-1 wins to claim the 
series. It was closer in the return games 
in Wellington and Auckland in 1958 
when Australia squeaked home with a 
three-two win in the first match and a 
two-all draw in the second. 

The next time the Socceroos met New 


Zealand was in Saigon in 1967, when 
both countries took part in a tournament 
during the Vietnam War. ‘Uncle’ Joe Vla- 
sits’ team won by five goals to three. Atti 
Abonyi scored a hat-trick and the others 
were by Ray Baartz and Johnny Warren. 
Australia went on to win the tourna- 
ment and gain its first international tro- 
phy. The next encounter also took place 
overseas in 1972 in Jakarta. Rale Rasic’s 
team which was to qualify for the World 
Cup in west Germany was taking shape 
and the line-up which downed New Zea- 
land by three goals to one included Ron 
Corry, Doug Utjesenovic, Peter Wilson, 
Manfred Schaefer, Bogdan ‘Bugsy’ 
Nyskohus, Jim Rooney (Ray Baartz 
46), John McDonald, John Warren, Atti 
Abonyi, Jim Armstrong (Adrian Alston 
53), Terry Butler (Branko Buljevic). 
Abonyi, Baartz and Warren scored the 
goals again. 

The following two encounters were 
even more serious and closely contested

for they were World Cup qualifiers in 
1973. Both games were drawn; one-each 
in Auckland and three-all in Sydney. It 
was typical of that World Cup campaign 
that Australia flirted with elimination at 
every stage. Brian Turner put the Kiwis 
one up following a quick free kick just 
short of the hour mark. Two late sub- 
stitutions by Rasic paid off with Ernie 
Campbell and Atti Abonyi replacing 
Max Tolson and Johnny Warren. Camp- 
bell scrambled the ball home with only 
five minutes left to play. In Sydney in the 
return, Alan Vest, who was later to coach 
in Australia, put the New Zealanders 
ahead with a chip over Ron Corry. That

stung the Socceroos and full back Doug 
Utjesenovic replied after a one-two with 
Adrian Alston. Then Ray Baartz and 
Branko Buljevic put Australia three-one 
up, only for the Kiwis to come roaring 
back with a goal by Dennis Tindall and 
an own goal by Bobby Hogg. 

Since then the rivalry has continued 
and even intensified and in a future col- 
umn we will look at the Socceroos and 
the All Whites and their matches since 
1976.

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Inter Milan and Mourinho conquer 
Europe 

Inter Milan are champions of Eu- 
rope beating Bayern Munich 2-0 
in a wonderful display of football, 
watched by the football world. Ar- 
gentine international Milito scored 
two decisive goals and it was 
great to see an Italian club and a 
German fight for the trophy for a 
change. 

There’s no doubt in my mind the 
mastermind for Inter Milan success has 
been their coach Jose Mourinho. Love 
him or hate him, this man has a knack 
of producing results and he has contin- 
ued that trend by delivering success to 
a club that has not won that trophy in 45 
years. This season he won the Serie A , 
the Coppa Italia, and now, the most pres- 
tigious prize in European club football, 
the Champions League. In most recent 
times Inter has been forced to live in the 
shadows of their successful neighbours, 
AC Milan, but now the Black and Blue 
side of Milan are the most talked about 
side in Italian football, and the world 
over. 

Mourinho proved his calibre with Chel- 
sea by winning back-to-back EPL cham- 
pionships, and of course, the Champions 
League trophy with FC Porto. Is this 
guy probably one of the best coaches in 
the world at this moment?

Clubs that appoint coaches 
should allow the coach to make the play- 
ing staff selections and who he wants at 
the club. Remember the issues surround- 
ing Ramon Abramovich’s signing of an 
ageing Schevchenko at Chelsea? Again, 
football people should make football de- 
cisions!

The Penalty given to Dandenong 

Thunder for the charges laid against 
them in their recent match against 
Sunshine George Cross certainly rais- 
es some interesting issues. 
They were charged for Club Associ- 
ates intimidating and/or threatening 
language and/or gestures towards a 
match Official/s. 

The penalty was loss of 3 Champi- 
onship Points, $4000 fine and 2 Home 
Games to be played behind closed 


doors. 

From what I can gather, a group of 
Fans gave a Man in Black some stick, 
which is something that occurs in ev- 
ery sporting code around the world, 
it’s unfortunate that it happens but it 
does. 

The question I have for Mark and 
Co, is how do they expect Clubs to 
control the Verbal Behaviour of every 
Fan that is in attendance at the various 
matches being played? 

Do they expect Clubs to provide one 
on one Marshalls to stand next to each 
supporter and stop them from certain 
verbal behaviors’? 

Unreasonable to say the least.

However, this fresh new Dice Role 
failed miserably as they are now 6 
points the poorer. 

I am certainly no Legal Eagle, how- 
ever Blind Freddy can see that St Al- 
bans were deducted 9 points for an off 
the field indiscretion last year, why 
would South believe that they could 
get their 2 points back based on that 
decision. 

I would have taken the hit and left 
it at that. 


The NEW GDT By Laws also have a 
few more interesting spins to them, in 
that the FFV will read a Man In Blacks 
incident report, and based on what has 
been reported, will then hand out hefty 
fines to Clubs, including loss of points 
for every team belonging to that Club.

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Is it still too soon to talk about the 
penalties handed down to some 
VPL clubs this week, or should 
| wait until any further appeals 
have been heard? 

After an appeal, the result of the aban- 
doned game between South Melbourne 
and Heidelberg United was altered once 
again. It reverted from the initial 3-0 
forfeit awarded to Heidelberg back to a 
1-1 draw, the score at the time the game 
was abandoned late in the piece. South 
Melbourne were, however, stripped of 
six points. 

Is this too harsh? Not compared to 
the punishment suffered by St Albans 
last year, which is now clearly the prec- 
edent all such judgements must be held 
against. The verdict after the appeal is 
probably closer to the mark than the 
original decision of a 3-0 forfeit. Hav- 
ing had a points deduction wiped away 
on appeal in the past, South Melbourne 
have learnt the lesson that the FFV in 
2010 is a far different beast from its pre- 
decessors. 


Which shouldn’t have been difficult 
to work out, given that going into the 
start of the season three VPL clubs be- 
gan the season on negative points. With 
Dandenong Thunder also being deduct- 
ed points this week for abuse and threats 
directed at an assistant referee, there are 
now five of the twelve clubs who have 
less points in their tally than they have 
earned on the park. Does this make the 
competition a joke, as some claim? Or 
is the bigger joke the way some people 
feel they can act when they go to the 
football? 

There are still many inequities and 
injustices in the way penalties have 
been applied. Points deductions being 
applied across whole clubs, affecting ju- 
nior teams who had nothing to do with 
payments not made by the senior arm of 
the club. Pitch invaders being banned 
for life for confronting players, whilst 
a club official who entered the field of 
play and eventually struck a match of- 
ficial was only banned for two years. 

Dandenong Thunder have also been 
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With Mark Boric 


ordered to play their next two home 
games behind closed doors. Playing 
games behind closed doors punishes as 
many innocent people (the opposition 
clubs supporters, for a start) as it does 
the guilty parties, and on top of a hefty 
monetary fine and the points deduction, 
does seem rather unnecessary. 

The FFV Tribunal still has a long way 
to go before its decisions could be de- 
scribed as consistent. A brawl between 
supporters at a game between Nunawad- 
ing City and Springvale City saw both 
clubs fined $1000. Someone was hospi- 
talised and police were called in. Trying 
to make sense of it all really will gives 
you a headache, so it’s time to move on. 

The Champions of Europe are Inter. 
Blackpool are into the Premier League. 
And another Terry, this time John’s 
brother Paul, is into a team-mates girl- 
friend. Former Spurs player (great and 
star would be going too far) Justin Edin- 
burgh faces a player revolt in his Rush- 
den and Diamonds dressing room, who 
all want Terry sacked.

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AFTER years of careful and con- 
sidered research | am pleased to 
announce that clubs in Victoria 
can apply a formula to cheat the 
system and succeed. 

In what may well be a first for the 
code in this country GW’s longitudinal 
study into corruption in our sport has un- 
earthed a regular occurrence of unethical 
and illegal behaviour that Football Fed- 
eration Victoria and big brother Football 
Federation Australia appear powerless to 
halt. 

We have scrutinised countless FFV 
and FFA tribunal decisions, read copious 
amounts of material on FFA regulations 
and FFV’s rules of competition and have 
arrived at a sure-fire recipe for deciding 
promotion and relegation issues. 

Basically it all comes down to money. 
While that’s no surprise, what we did 
find startling was the ease at which that 
money can be used to buy performance- 
enhancing and recreational drugs, bribe 
players at opposition clubs to make 
themselves unavailable and even play 
players registered under a false name 
without ever losing even one competi- 
tion point. 

Indeed, if our formula is strictly ap- 
plied then it ensures that three precious 
matchpoints will be yours and no-one 
will do anything about it. 

You can celebrate in style be it a suc- 
cessful promotion campaign or having 
successfully escaped the dreaded drop to 
a lower league. 

Now that I have your undivided atten- 

tion please carefully read what follows, 
make notes if you like, or simply marvel 
at the simplicity of the formula and the 
certainty of success that it brings. 
The exclusive GW formula is displayed 
at Figure 1.1. The formula is under- 
pinned by Euclid’s Parallel Postulate 
and for those non-Euclideans out there 
you can stop reading now and be forever 
condemned to football mediocrity. 


Let’s break down this formula into 
its component parts starting with 
Drugs (Money + No testing): 

The money factor in this component 
is exponential so the more money you 
invest the greater return you receive, 
not just in terms of winning promotion 
or avoiding relegation but in an ongo- 
ing multiplier effect that carries on into 
seasons to come.

World Anti-Doping Agency (WADA) 
but here’s the rub — the Australian Sports 
and Drug Administration (ASADA) 
which conducts testing of athletes has a 
user-pays deal with FFA. 

ASADA only receives federal govern- 
ment funding to conduct roughly 4500 
tests a year across all sports and given 
the number of athletes in competition in 
Australia, the testing body is often forced 
to concentrate on testing elite athletes. 

The bottom line is this: FFA funds 
testing of A-League players. Funding 
outside the national competition is left 
in the hands of state and territory bod- 
ies. And guess what? FFV can’t afford to 
conduct tests. 

And there’s even better news for play- 
ers that use alcohol. WADA’s prohibitive 
substances list states that alcohol is only 
banned in competition in eight sports 
and football is not one of them. 

Oh happy day! I mean, how hard is it to 
give your players performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs? Okay, probably a tad harder 
than supplying them with recreational 
drugs or giving an opposition player 
a drinks card to his favourite venue on 
the night before a big game but what the 
hell. Who’s gonna stop you? FFV ain’t 
a problem, only Victoria Police (and 
the bribery component in our formula is 
flexible in that it doesn’t just have to be 
applied to players and club officials). 


Now to the second component of GW’s 
remarkable formula for success: Brib- 
ery (Player/Official + No investiga- 
tion): 

Visa players are the easiest target here. 
They are not Australian citizens so they 
can’t be locked in to staying with the 
club silly enough to land them on our 
shores under the misapprehension that 


they will stay with that club throughout 
the entire season. 

That means that if they are playing in 
the Victorian Premier League or State 
One then they only can be signed by ri- 
val clubs within that level of competition 
during the transfer windows. 

For clubs outside these two divisions 
those transfer windows don’t apply so 
GW recommends you go to www.mel- 
bourneairport.com.au/Flight-Passenger- 
Info/ so that you can meet and greet the 
imports as they clear Customs and just 
when they are about to be greeted by the 
officials of the club that has supplied the 
approved documentation to Immigration, 
paid their airfare, arranged their accom- 
modation and their job outside football 
you shout: “Hello, I’m from another club 
and we'll give you $100 more tax free to 
play with us but don’t tell the ATO.” 

Our studies have shown that the use of 
this greeting is best applied outside ear- 
shot of the coaching staff and officials of 
the club that brought them out here in the 
first instance. 

But even outside transfer windows 
(and this component of our formula 
here applies primarily to VPL and State 
One clubs) you can still offer visa play- 
ers registered with an opposition club a 
truckload of money not to play with their 
club. Or even a few sheckles more than 
their current club is paying them (cash 
only, of course). Our research shows that 
in most instances those visa players will 
accept your offer. 

The really good news about this, from 
the perspective of clubs offering this 
bribe, is that FFV will deign this act to 
be a private matter and will do absolute- 
ly nothing to investigate and therefore 
potentially penalise your club. It’s the 
foolproof element of this part of our for- 


mula’s component that is most appeal- 
ing. It is known in mathematical circles 
as ‘the FFV effect’. 

But you also can offer bribes to non- 
visa players. Throw a couple of hundred 
in their direction not to play against you, 
to feign injury or as an incentive to play 
well against another club in your league 
that stands in your way of either gaining 
promotion or avoiding relegation and 
our formula guarantees that there will be 
no FFV investigation or points penalty 
applied. The old FFV effect once more. 
It’s a cracker. 

And if you are really desperate you can 

make a substantial ‘donation’ to a rival 
club. Our research shows that dealing 
with the rival club’s president is the most 
effective for it can be left to him or her 
to ensure that the coaching staff play the 
seniors in the reserves and vice-versa for 
the match round or rounds in question. 
Once again the FFV effect kicks in here 
ensuring that no investigation will take 
place hence no points penalty will be ap- 
plied. 
(Editor's note: The FFV effect was first 
discovered in the early 1960s under the 
term ‘VSF effect’. It was stumbled onto 
by a now-deceased soccer journalist 
and the ground-breaking equation is dis- 
played in Figure 1.2 in its original form 
which includes politically incorrect lan- 
guage that was in vogue during that era. 
GW does not condone the use of such 
language.) 


The third and final component of our 
formula for success is: Fraud (False 
registration + No points penalty): 

If a backpacker from Brazil rocks up 
to your training session and asks if he 
can join in, once he has dribbled past 
the entire first team squad, nutmegged 


every member of the coaching staff then 
tells you he just wants to play for fun he 
immediately becomes your new signing 
from Moonee Ponds. And yours is his 
first club. Ever. He only recently came 
out of a 25-year coma. 

You can even hire him out to teams 
in other leagues as long as they register 
him under another name. The FFV effect 
is powerful but sometimes slip-ups hap- 
pen and dual registrations are stumbled 
upon. 

The last time it happened in a higher 
league though no points were deducted 
from the club that transgressed. Indeed 
you may even hear a tribunal member 
sum up the case with these words: “In 
a sense it’s a victimless crime to play in 
two leagues that don’t clash and don’t 
play against each other.” 

This is what is known as ‘the tribunal 
effect’. The dumbing-down nature of the 
tribunal effect combined with the three- 
blind-mice element of the FFV effect 
provide a powerful and effective barrier 
to any potential loss of points and all but 
ensure ongoing success for those clubs 
that rigidly apply our formula. 
(Research Note: An unusual feature of 
the formula was the negative effect on 
the outcome of the equation whenever 
referees were introduced to any com- 
ponent part. That leads us to conclude 
that referees are an unstable element 
that should never be introduced to the 


formula.) 


For clubs that plan to apply our formula 
we recommend that you use it sparingly 
in the first instance as it can heap finan- 
cial stress on your club. We trialled our 
formula two seasons ago and both test 
clubs have won promotion in successive 
years and are now finding it increasingly 
difficult to finance the second compo- 
nent of our formula. 

“It was okay for the first year when 
we won the league by 17 points and even 
last year when we clinched the title with 
seven rounds to go,” said the president of 
one of our test clubs. 

“But this year it’s been a real eye-open- 
er. We didn’t realise that the higher up 
the leagues you go the more shenanigans 
that go on. We’ve been able to maintain 
our drugs budget but quite frankly we’re 
finding it difficult to match the bribes of 
the bigger clubs.” 

In such instances we recommend that 
you only apply the formula for a hand- 
ful of games, just enough to ensure that 
you stay in your league and live to cheat 
another day.

The World Cup is under 3 weeks 
away. The 32 participants have 
all submitted their 30 man pre- 
liminary squads for the event in 
South Africa. Leaving aside the 
fact | was bemused by South 
Africa getting the tournament 
in the first place | was im- 
pressed by some of the stadia, 
albeit I’ve only seen all of them 
by playing FIFA World Cup 2010 
on the Xbox 360. 

The great thing about the game is 
you can choose your own squads, so 
in effect you become the puppet mas- 
ter. Some countries are in need of a 
helping hand in picking their squads 
more than others. Fabio Capello 
picked just about the best 30 he 
could have. The countries that could 
have done with the layman picking 
their squads are, strangely enough, 
the last three winners of the World 
Cup - Italy, Brazil and France. 

In Italy their forward line has been 
described as the worst in the history 
of the Azzuri. Looking at the names 
it is hard not to disagree. With An- 
tonio Di Natale, Alberto Gilardino, 
Gianpaolo Pazzini, Fabio Quagli- 
arella and Giuseppe Rossi the hard- 
est decision for Marcello Lippi could 
be who to include in the squad rather 
than who to leave out. If I’m Anto- 
nio Cassano, the Sampdoria forward, 
I’m a little upset there’s no place for 
a guy who has 9 goals and 8 assists 
in 32 games. If you’re Italian look 
on the bright side; there’s no Luca 
Toni and if you can win the World 
Cup with him then you can win with 
the aforementioned motley crew. 

As usual the Brazilian public are 
unhappy with their coach. Carlos 
Dunga announced his 30 and im- 
mediately announced which 23 from 
that lot had been included. It’s Dun- 
ga’s first (and hopefully his only) 
World Cup selection for a number 
of reasons. He really should have 
done what most other coaches have 
done and pick his 23 at the last pos- 
sible moment. You never know when 
there are going to be injuries and if 
you're a player in the 30 you’re good 
to go right up until the 23-man squad 
is announced. By reducing the 30 
man-squad right away he’s alienated 
the 7 he’s left out. I’m informed that 
the nickname Dunga means Dopey 
in Brazil and like one of the seven 
dwarves he’s lived up to his name. 

More than that, say there’s an in- 
jury at the very moment he is to for- 
mally submit the 23 to FIFA. Then 
he has to call up a player who isn’t 
mentally prepared to be in the squad

and who hasn’t been given the time 
to bond with his teammates. He’s 
also left an in-form Ronaldinho out 
of his final 23 whilst including Gil- 
berto Silva, Julio Baptista, Kleber- 
son and Grafite. Yet one player who 
has been left out of the 30 altogether 
is Alexandre Pato. He’s coming off 
a less than stellar year for AC Milan 
blighted by loss of form and injury. 
And yet he’s scored 12 goals in 23 
starts for the Rossoneri. 

Now I have nothing against Grafite 
or Baptista but Pato is a goal poacher 
with pace. Luis Fabiano will certain- 
ly start (if he recovers from injury) 
but in picking 31 year-old Grafite 
(11 goals in 30 starts) ahead of the 
20 year-old he has shown up his lack 
of belief in the Milan striker. Noth- 
ing short of winning the World Cup 
(and in style) will suffice for him to 
keep his job. 

One man who won’t keep his job 
is Raymond Domenech. The French- 
man will be replaced by Laurent 
Blanc at the end of the World Cup 
but he isn’t going without being his 
usual bizarre self. The squad includes 
Andre-Pierre Gignac a 24 year-old 
forward from Toulouse. Seeing how 
he’s kept out Karim Benzema from 
the squad you’d think this guy is a 
goal machine. Think again. 8 goals 
from 31 games suggests that coach 
Domenech is suffering from that fa- 
tal disease outgoing coaches some- 
times get- loss of plot. They do have 
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Meanwhile, Raymond Domenech's tenure as France manager will 
probably be best remembered for bubble gum cards in a past 


life, 


Thierry Henry, Nicolas Anelka and 
Sidney Govou. In other words the 
same cast of characters that failed 
at the 2008 European Champion- 
ships. Nice one Raymond. Look for 
the French to struggle for goals in a 
group that includes Uruguay, South 
Africa and Greece. 
This talk of goals fits nicely into the 
central theme of the article. The lack 
of world-class strikers in the 2010 
tournament. 

Taking Italy as an example isn’t a 
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good idea because as I said they won 
the world cup with the equivalent of 
Eeyore from Winnie the Pooh. For 
a while now they’ve played with a 
five-man midfield (or 4-3-3 if you’re 
an optimist) to compensate for their 
impotent frontline. However, in the 
past they’ ve had a trequartista, a play- 
maker like Totti, Del Piero or Rober- 
to Baggio to play behind a front two 
or lone striker. This time around they 
have no-one of any proven quality to 
take up the position. Then again they 
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have also shown they don’t mind 
taking a draw and going into extra 
time and penalties. It’s typical that 
they have a group they could win 
blindfolded — with all due respect 
to Slovakia, New Zealand and Para- 
guay. Once they get into the knock- 
out stages have a case of Red Bull 
handy. 

Brazil is a far better example of 
a nation with once great strikers that 
has fallen. Luis Fabiano is no doubt 
their number one goal scorer and 
yet he is a big lumbering centre for- 
ward who lacks technical ability but 
makes up for it by being an excellent 
finisher with head and feet. That said 
there’s something very unBrazil-like 
about a target man. I don’t know 
about you but I was brought up on 
Romario, Bebeto and Ronaldo so 
when I see Fabiano I want to boo 
his every touch. There’s not much 
in reserve either with Nilmar being 
second choice by a long way. 

For France read Italy. They did, 
after all, win the trophy with Chris- 
tophe Dugarry in attack. The team 
was based around Henry, Zidane and 
Youri Djorkaeff with Dugarry being 
a lumbering distraction to keep the 
central defenders occupied. Since 
Zidane’s retirement Les Bleus has 
been no more than an imitation of 
Italy. 

My main problem with the lack 
of world class forwards is that more 
teams could be tempted to play one 
up front, flood the midfield and can- 
cel each other out. I’m hoping that 
whatever formation the teams play 
we get an open and attacking tourna- 
ment. Looking at the other squads we 
can say the best strikers are Wayne 
Rooney, Torres, Villa and Samuel 
Eto’o. Messi isn’t a striker but even 
if he was it can be argued that truly 
world class players perform at all 
levels and his record is very poor. 
But what I do know? Look at the fol- 
lowing stats and decide for yourself 
which players should be anointed 
with such praise.

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Arsenal runs out of Gas... 


It has been less than two weeks 
since the conclusion of the Eng- 
lish Premier League season, and 
already there appears to be some 
big transfer news which will have 
major ramifications for the next 
term. Cesc Fabregas, Arsenal 
captain and talisman, looks very 
much like he is on his way to 
Barcelona, his boyhood club. So 
what does this seemingly inevi- 
table move mean for Arsenal and 
England, and for Barcelona and 
Spain? 

I would like to say that I fully intended 
on averting my gaze from the Premier 
League this week, and perhaps look at 
the preliminary England squad for the 
upcoming World Cup. However, as I 
pointed out above, in the last couple of 
days rumours and half-facts concerning 
what could be the biggest transfer of 
the whole off-season, from an Arsenal 
perspective of course, has shaken my 
resolve and brought me right back to 
talking about the top division of English 
football. 

It appears that Cesc Fabregas is on 
his way to Barcelona, before even one 
ball is kicked in this summer’s World 
Cup. At the time of this article being 
written no deal has been finalised or 
even any actual offer from the Catalan 
giants confirmed, but from the rampant 
speculation both on television sports 
channels and from the internet media, it 
seems that Cesc will be on his way in the 
next few days. Obviously, there is still 
a small possibility that the little genius 
may be blocked from going by Arsenal, 
or there may be problems with forging a 
deal, but these seem highly unlikely. So 
assuming that the move goes ahead the 
question that needs to be asked is simply 
what would this mean for the Gunners, 
and what would Barcelona be getting for 
their euros? 


Well first let’s look at the deal from the 
Spanish side. Cesc is an amazing ath- 
lete, first and foremost, and works hard 
in every game in the centre of midfield. 
He is a terrific passer, has great move- 
ment, and can chip in with goals, as he 
did this season with Arsenal. He will 
also slot with ease into the style that 
Barcelona play, as it is a style not too 
dissimilar to the way he has been play- 
ing his whole career at Arsenal, which 
was or course the style he first learned 
at Barcelona as a teenager. At Barca he 
would be playing alongside, or in place 
of, players like Xavi and Inesta, two of 
the greatest midfielders in the world, 
and he would have the likes of Messi, 
probably the best player on the planet, 
and Ibrahimovic ahead of him. Plus, it

looks like Barca have also secured the 
signing of La Liga’s top scorer for the 
season just ended, David Villa from Va- 
lencia, who himself was one of Spain’s 
best players at the last European Cham- 
pionships, which of course Spain won at 
a seeming canter. 

And from the man in question’s point 
of view the move makes sense as well. 
Fabregas has always suggested that he 
would like to move back to his boyhood 
club where he began his footballing ca- 
reer. He will have the chance to be part 
of what could be one of the best foot- 
balling dynasties ever seen, in an era 
which is arguably best period of Barce- 
lona’s storied history. 

Much like Ronaldo’s move to Madrid 
seemed to grow more inevitable with ev- 
ery passing season, Arsenal fans always 
knew this day would come, and their 
captain would want to go back to his 
hometown, and right now seems to be 
the perfect time for him. From where he 
stands, and from where Barca are right 
now, it seems like a great fit. 

Whether it can be said that this deal 
is good for Arsenal all depends on what 
deal is actually done. Initially it was 
rumoured that Arsenal would be getting 
£20 million for Cesc, plus Yaya Toure, 
brother of former Arsenal and now 
Manchester City defender Kolo. There 
were also initial reports of the Gunners 
being paid somewhere in the region of 
£40 million in bulk for the services of 


their captain. If either of these deals see 
the light of day then I think the Arsenal 
fans shouldn’t be too disappointed. Of 
course, losing your club captain, who 
happens to be your driving force, best 
player and inspiring leader, is not the 
best thing in the world, and I’m sure all 
fans would want him to stay. But this 
has happened before, as Thierry Henry, 
the best ever player at Arsenal, as well 
as being the best player that has graced 
the Premiership, moved to Barcelona 
from the Gunners whilst he was captain 
and the top man at the club, and Arsenal 
managed to cope, and managed to prog- 
ress. 

As when Henry left, and in fact also 
when Adebayor left at the end of the 
08-09 season, naysayers are already pre- 
dicting that the loss of their best player 
will be curtains for Arsenal’s Champions 
League push next season, let alone their 
title challenge, yet as they have done 
before the Gunners can cope. Already 
Arsenal themselves have made moves in 
the transfer market, looking to bring in 
Marouane Chamakh, a highly rated for- 
ward from Bordeaux, and with the funds 
they get from the Fabregas move their 
can bring in even more talent. Plus, in 
Aaron Ramsey the Gunners have a play- 
er who resembles the young Spaniard in 
so many ways, and if he can get over his 
horrific injury he sustained earlier this 
year then he may be able to step up into 
the boots of the soon to be former Ar- 


senal captain. And if the Gunners can 
bring in two or three more new faces, 
which they should have the money to 
do, I can still see them challenging for 
all the honours next season, as of course 
Barcelona will undoubtedly do also. 

So if that is what this move means for 
the clubs involved, what does it mean 
for the two national leagues that these 
clubs represent? 

I have often said that I believe that the 
English Premier League is the best in 
the world, but La Liga is certainly very 
close. In fact, many people consider the 
Spanish top flight to be drastically better 
than what England has to offer, which 
seems to be supported by recent trans- 
fer dealings by clubs from these respec- 
tive nations. I pointed out earlier that it 
seemed inevitable that Ronaldo was go- 
ing to move to Real Madrid, just as Fa- 
bregas was always going back to Barca. 
And in recent years it seems much of the 
top talent around the world is being at- 
tracted to the Spanish league. Rumours 
are forever circulating that Rooney, Tor- 
res, Lampard or Arshavin are on their 
way to La Liga, and players like David 
Villa and Franck Ribery seem to be opt- 
ing for Madrid or Barcelona rather than 
Manchester or Liverpool. 

However, the fact that more of the top 
players in the world would rather play 
in Spain than in England does not to 
me equate to La Liga being better than 
the Premier League. Despite all the big 


names that went to Real Madrid last 
season, they failed to win the league, 
and they did not come anywhere near 
winning the Champions League. And 
although Barcelona demolished an Eng- 
lish team in the competition, they too did 
not take home Europe’s top club prize. 
The point I am making is that just be- 
cause some top players want to play in 
La Liga does not automatically make 
it the best league. Of course, I have no 
problem with someone saying that they 
prefer the Spanish top division to the 
English one, but I simply do not buy the 
argument that La Liga is better. 


In my opinion, La Liga is much more 
akin to the Scottish Premier League than 
the English one. I know that sounds a 
little crazy, but what I mean is that both 
leagues are so tremendously top heavy. 
In Scotland there is Rangers and there is 
Celtic, in Spain there is Barcelona and 
there is Real Madrid, and not a whole 
lot else. It can be said that Chelsea and 
United dominate English football in the 
same way, but I do not see it like that, 
as Liverpool and Arsenal have also se- 
riously contended for silverware in the 
last few seasons, and furthermore the 
Premier League mid-table are also quite 
capable of beating the top English teams 
on numerous occasions, as has been 
shown this season. 

The English Premier League is more 
competitive, both in terms of league 
standings and in the actual football 
matches themselves, and for my money 
if more exciting too. And if we look at 
the facts the English Premier League 
is the most watched league around the 
world, easily, which surely makes it if 
not the best then certainly the biggest. 
Therefore, at least in my opinion, any 
nationalistic debate about which league 
is better cannot simply be settled by sug- 
gesting that the best players are all mov- 
ing to Spain, because that’s just half the 
story. 

Either way, both La Liga and the Pre- 
mier League are great leagues to watch, 
and are great leagues to play in for play- 
ers from around the globe, and I’m cer- 
tain that the Arsenal captain will enjoy 
plying his trade in Spain as much as he 
did in North London. 

So all that is left is to wish Cesc the best 
of luck at his new club, and of course 
the best of luck to the Arsenal team 
that he leaves behind him. And by the 
way, how is this for an early prediction; 
Cesc and Barcelona against Arsenal and 
Arsene Wenger in next years Champions 
League final. Now wouldn’t that be a 
mouth-watering prospect for all Goon- 
ers around the world.

What I found really eye opening was 
Maradona’s exclusion from the 1978 
World Cup Argentinian squad. Argentina 
went on to win that World Cup in Argen- 
tina. In the background of that triumph a 
Military Junta ran the country. 

Here is an extract from the book on 
why then Argentine coach Luis Menotti 
didn’t pick the then 17 year old Mara- 
dona for the 1978 World Cup squad: 


“Menotti told me he didnt pick Mara- 
dona because he believed he was still too 
young, both physically and emotionally, 
to deal with possible defeat - an assess- 
ment which appears at first sight to have 
been confirmed by Maradona ss reaction 
to his exclusion. 

‘For the child prodigy who had for 
so many years been bent on winning 
the approval of his elders, the feeling 


of rejection by this latest of a series of 


father figures in his life was profoundly 
shocking. Without waiting for Menottis 


explanation, Maradona locked himself 


out and wept uncontrollably. 

‘He vowed never to forgive Menotti 
for the betrayal and to quit football al- 
together: 

‘According to witnesses who moni- 
tored the Argentine team closely at the 
time, Menotti had other, more personal 
reasons for excluding Maradona. A 
man of enormous ego, he was obsessed 
with the glory that victory would bring, 
and feared that any rival would eclipse 
him......that friendly against Hungary in 
which he had found himself almost bull- 
dozed into bringing out the young player 
to the tribal cry of “Maradoona, Mara- 
doona.’ 


Lucky for fans of the beautiful game 
Maradona didn’t quit football and we all 
know the rest of the story. Reading on 
I found this next extract very engaging. 
Aside from the Military Junta exploiting 
the victory for political gain that accom-

against Hungary in 1977, 
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panied Argentina’s World Cup victory in 
1978 there where question marks over 
how the victory was achieved. 

“One medical source told me that in 
1978 the ‘whole of Argentine football 
was doping itself......1 started a big fight 
to break the trend.” Argentina had play- 
ers who had been regularly provided 
with amphetamines while playing for 
their league teams, and who found in 
World Cup a suitably lax regime when it 
came to urine samples. 

‘According to other reports Mario 
Kempes and Alberto Tarantino were 
so “high” after playing one particular 
World Cup match that they had to keep 
on going for another hour before they 
came down again. 

‘One of the most extraordinary epi- 
sodes of the World Cup involved the 
pregnant wife of the Argentine’s team 
waterboy. Her urine was used as a cover 
for an Argentine’s player’s in one of the 
competition dopes test.” 


Maradona’s Expulsion from 
World Cup USA ‘94 
Speaking of doping and Argentinian 
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football I also watched a documentary 
called Maradona by Kusterica. In a re- 
vealing interview Maradona had this to 
say about his well documented drug use. 

‘For 20 years during Havelange’s (for- 
mer FIFA boss from Brazil) presidency 
Brazil did not win the World Cup. You 
know why? The man up there is just. The 
old man loves justice! If for 20 years a 
mafioso was unable to win the World 
Cup, kind of tough isn’t it? (Maradona 
makes a gesture where he point to his 
right eye) 

‘I’m going to tell you the story. Argen- 
tina was eliminated from the World Cup 
(in 1994). We went to play Australia. It 
was a tie 1-1. We came back here and we 
qualified 1-0. There was no doping case 
(Maradona shakes his finger) No drugs 
not over there, not over here. There was 
no ephedrine over there or over here. No 
cocaine over there or over here. During 
the World Cup after we beat Nigeria 2-1 
they said: “They’re screwing us up.” 
(Maradona was kicked out of USA 94 
after the Nigeria game) 

“T’d say Havelange is the arms deal- 
er, and Blatter sells the bullets” (both 


Maradona and Kusterica laugh after this 
quote). 

On his fight against Cocaine addic- 
tion: 
“Scoring a goal in front of 100,000 peo- 
ple, like I did with the English for ex- 
ample, was for me a normal thing. It was 
my game, my life. When I came down, I 
was like everyone, all of you. And I could 
talk to you. What messed me up was co- 
caine. But I was just like you. However 
when you let the tiger out, when I went 
onto the pitch, I was in command. 

“Emir do you know what a player I’d 
have been if I hadn’t taken coke? (he 
puts his hand together in a prayer ges- 
ture) What a player we lost! It’s like a 
bad aftertaste. I could have been much 
more than I am. Yes. Really it’s true. I 
was born into football. I knew who | 
was going to be. But I didn’t know I was 
going to take coke.”

Round 9 of the Hyundai QSL 
kicked off on Saturday night with 
three games taking place. Cellar 
dwellers Bundaberg Spirit hosted 
FNQ Bulls, perhaps the longest 
road-trip undertaken in any state 
league, whilst both Whitsunday 
Miners and Capricorn Cougars 
were hoping to re-enter the win- 
ners circle in their match in Gle- 
nella. 

The standout fixture though was the 
clash between Brisbane Strikers and the 
NQ Razorbacks at Perry Park. Competi- 
tion powerhouse Brisbane have struggled 
the past two round, securing only a single 
point whilst the visitors from Townsville 
have been in irresistible form, putting 
five goals past Bundaberg and Capricorn 
in the past fortnight. 

Despite displaying such attacking po- 
tency the Razorbacks defence has been 
the cornerstone of their season so far and 
it was clear from the beginning of the 
match against Brisbane that they intend- 
ed to rely on that strength once again. 

After having an early chance that saw 
Brett Hay strike the ball into the arms of 
Brendan White from inside the area, the 
Razorbacks were content to sit back and 
let Brisbane come at them. 

The Strikers were happy to accept the 
challenge and stroked the ball about the 
park trying to find an opening in the visi- 
tors defence. Brisbane regularly looked 
to out wide to their fullbacks, attempt- 
ing to work their way around a packed 
defence. 

This tactic didn’t prove too success- 
ful and with their wide men struggling

Five minutes before half-time Sean 
Burke and Matt Thurtell played the ball 
between them before Burke unleashed 
Thurtell with an excellent weighted pass 
that saw him clear on the right of the Ra- 
zorbacks penalty area. NQ keeper Kier- 
an Gonzalez raced out towards Thurtell 
as he bore down on goal but the young 
forward slotted the ball into the net from 
a tight angle to give his side the lead go- 
ing into the break. 

The second half saw a much more ad- 
venturous Razorbacks side emerge from 
the dressing rooms. The visitors were 
perhaps unlucky not to draw level in the 
52nd minute when David Mayes wasted 
a good chance. 

From there the Razorbacks had the bet- 
ter of proceedings, surging forward in an 
attempt to find an equaliser whilst having 
to defend desperately against some qual- 
ity counter-attacking from Brisbane. 

Brisbane’s defenders were in a mi- 
serly mood though after a disappointing 
fortnight and they held firm against the 
North Queenslanders, Matija Simic and 
Jason Shade putting in solid performanc- 
es at the back. 

The score remained unchanged all the 
way into injury time, even Razorbacks 
centre-half Jacob Timpano was unable 
to get his side on the scoresheet, seeing 
a shot saved by White after joining the 
attack for the visitors. 

The match ended 1-0 giving outgo-

coach Peter Tokesi was forced into mak- 
ing changes for the match as midfielders 
Dennis Allen and Calum Wood were un- 
able to make the trek down. 

Their absence proved not to be a hin- 
drance as the Bulls ran out 5-2 victors 
despite going down 2-0 in the first half. 
Youngster Jack Hambrecht gave the 
Spirit the lead in the 16th minute and 
Aaron Bakker followed up with another 
in the 35th minute. With Bundaberg in 
such an unfamiliar position of leading 
in a match it should have come as no 
real surprise that they seemed unable to 
maintain their focus and allowed FNQ to 
roar back into the match.

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Leaders toppled in round of surprises

On a weekend where several of the 
top teams were brought down to earth, 
Marconi retained a comfortable lead 
at the top of the NSW Premier League 
table despite suffering a shock home 
loss to the South Coast Wolves on 
Saturday evening. Although Marconi 
opened the scoring just after the half- 
hour, the men from Wollongong equa- 
lised quickly, and Mark Picciolini, one 
of the revelations of the season, sealed 
the three points for Trevor Morgan’s 
team with eleven minutes to go. 

In Saturday night’s other fixture, the Suther- 
land Sharks continued their excellent recent 
run with a 4-1 thrashing of the West Sydney 
Berries. Sutherland thus remain in the top 
five, although they are still four points adrift 
of fourth-placed Blacktown. 

Sutherland were the only team in the top 
five to gain the full three points. Blacktown 
were surprisingly defeated 2-0 at home by 
Manly United in the latter’s first game without 
long-serving coach Phil Moss on the bench.

A late fightback from APIA-Leichhardt 
brought them a deserved point at Leichhardt 
Oval, stretching their undefeated run to five, 
as Brian Brown’s Bonnyrigg side let a 2-0 
lead slip in the final ten minutes. 

Despite APIA’s superb recent run, the visi- 
tors started confidently. APIA’s attack suffered 
from the absence of the inventive Franco Pa- 
risi, who was absent on an overseas business 
trip. 

Bonnyrigg had a good claim for a penalty 
after only five minutes when Jamie McMaster 
looked to have been impeded by John Kelso 
in the box; referee Kris Griffiths-Jones waved 
the play on. A minute later, Bonnyrigg’s top 
scorer Brad Boardman received the ball in the 
box after a fine run down the left by young Da- 
vid Gullo, but Boardman could only squeeze 
his shot wide. 

APIA’s first shot in anger came in the 11th 
minute, when Nick Rizzo, filling in for Parisi 
up front, sent in a right-footed volley which 
Nenad Vekic did very well to save. Soon af- 
terwards, Stephen Kayes motored past Milan 
Zoric on the APIA right, but his cut-back 
eluded the APIA forward line. APIA were re- 
minded of Daniel Severino’s dead-ball prow- 
ess on 25 minutes, when the Bonnyrigg man 
whistled a free kick just over the bar from 20 
yards. 

Bonnyrigg went ahead just after the half- 
hour, inevitably through the powerful Board- 
man. Gullo once again tricked his way down 
the left flank and crossed accurately, and 
Boardman slipped ahead of his man at the near 
post to send an angled header past Matthew 
Nash in the APIA goal. 

It was Severino’s deadly left foot that nearly 
helped to put the visitors two in front on 37 
minutes; following a half-chance for Rizzo 
at the other end, Severino sent in an inswing- 
ing, dipping corner from the right which Zoric 
headed fractionally wide of the post. 

Former Adelaide United striker Robbie You- 
nis came to the fore just before the break. He 
sent a cross-shot past Vekic but wide of goal 
in the 44th minute, and then set up Kayes for 
a powerful shot from the right, which Vekic 
pushed aside for a corner. When the ball came

difficult, save from the APIA gloveman.

Blue Eagles flying high in Fed cup

It was cup action all around in SA 
this week with 8 matches being 
played in Round 2 of the FFSA 
Federation Cup. At Con Makris 
Park Adelaide Galaxy had a tough 
match hosting Adelaide Blue Ea- 
gles who they will meet again next 
week in round 8 of the season, the 
homeside eventually going down 
to a single goal being scored in the 
2nd minute by defender Gianluca 
Lagati. 


A game where both teams lined up with 
changed squads, Blue Eagles welcom- 
ing back striker Saranti Parissos, eligible 
for the cup match only and second string 
keeper Lucas Andreucci being promoted 
to top spot. Galaxy Coach Carl Maynard 
was forced to replace experience with 
youth with Yeing, Caine, Capel, Dittmar 
and McGreevy taking the place of Chris- 
tophersen, Markham, DeGiovaniello, De 
Bono and Macolino who were carrying 
injuries. 


The match was played with some tenacity, 
Blue Eagles off to a great start surprising 
the homeside with the early goal coming 
from a corner that found defender Lagati 
right in the goal line controlling the ball 
down with his body to then tap in through 
the Galaxy defence. Four minutes later 
young eagle Kym Harris was unlucky not 
to find the back of the net when his head- 
er went over the cross bar.

The Blue Eagles strik- 
ers Fortunato Filletti and Saranti Parissos 
were getting special attention from the 
Galaxy defence, Parissos the prime tar- 


get. After being on the end of a couple 
of well timed knocks to his ankle within 
the space of about eight minutes, Paris- 
sos was eventually forced to come off in 
the 28th minute, after the left ankle was 
caught up in the feet of defender Liam 
Wooding, losing his footing as he went 
for a shot on goal and his chance to con- 
tinue on in the match. What little forward 
approach Galaxy had on the ball was 
quickly smothered by the Eagles defence 
with the exception of a good chance in 
the 37th minute where a corner kick was 
blasted into goal, the Eagles defence sav- 
ing the day yet again with a clearance off 
the line.

Five minutes into the second half and 
Siddall conceded a corner from an in- 
nocuous effort from Ingram. Robinson 
whipped the ball in from the right and 
rising at the back post to head home was 
Bobby Wilson. 

The Knights stung by that goal again 
lifted momentarily, and when Hind 
picked the ball up in midfield, advanced 
and let fly from 30 metres it looked like 
he had provided the spark they needed, 
but his shot thundered off the crossbar, 
when it probably deserved to nestle in 
the back of the net.

With 
less than a minute to go, one would 
have hoped that commonsense would 
have prevailed and a talking to would 
have sufficed; especially in light of the 
referees earlier decisions. Now Stirling 
will lose their key player for at least two 
weeks, and that will be a huge blow as he 
is without doubt when Robinson plays 
well they play well. 

In other matches ECU Joondaulp 
twice came from behind to draw 2-2 
with Floreat Athena, and were by all 
accounts unlucky not to take all three 
points. Struggling Inglewood found 
themselves 3-0 up against Sorrento and 
must have thought they were heading for 
their fourth win of the season, but Trevor 
Morgan’s men came storming back to 
take all three points winning 5-4. 

After two good results in the past two

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Dubois in the nick of time!

MELBOURNE Knights’ Jean 
Dubois pulled off a spectacu- 
lar scissor goal at the death to 
snatch a point from its clash 
against Dandenong Thunder 
at Knights Stadium on Sunday 
night, finishing 1-1.
